:' FIFTEEN DEAD IN N. Y. WRECK 


Collision of Passenger Train* In New 


: 
York Centra! Tunnel.

New York, Jan. 9—In the New York 


Central railroad tunnel, that burrows 


: under Park avenue, this city, two lo- 


cal trains collided yesterday. Fifteen 
passengers were killed and twice that 
number were injured. 
A dozen of 


the latter were seriously hurt, and 
the roster of the dead may be ex- 
tended. 


It was a rear-end collision between 


a South Norwalk local, that ran in 
over the New York, New Haven and 
Hartford railroad and was halted by 
block 
signals at the southern 
en- 


trance of the tunnel, and a White 
Plains local, that came by tbe Har- 
lem branch of the New York Central 
railroad. 
Most of the death, injury 


and damage was wrought by the en- 
gine of the White Plains train, which 
plunged into the rear car of the mo- 
tionless train and was driven through 
to the middle of the car. smashing 
the seats, rarnishings and splitting 
the sides as it moved forward. The 
victims either were mangled In the

BEET SUGAR INDUSTRY. 


runners Do Xot Seem to Appreciate It' 


Value. 


By every mail we receive letters in- 


forming us of new beet sugar enter- 
prises. 
If such conditions continue, 


there wii! certainly be a reaction, and 
the existing beet sugar industry will 
suffer. 
There are many facts which 


we consider very important to call at- 
tention to. The average existing beet 
sugar factory of the country is at a 
great disadvantage owing to the fact 
that the raw material is not furnished 
in sufficient quantities. 
Who is to 


blameV We fear the tillers are respon- 
sible for existing conditions. 
There 


r.re a very few soils devoted to sugar 
beet cultivation that will not yield an 
average of ten tons to the acre and 
iu some cases twice that amount. If 
the yield has fallen short, it is gener- 
ally through neglect of the farmer. 
According to the Tenth Census there 
were during Ifiuu. i;T,.00'.> acres planted 
iu boots, yet the total yield was. only 
7H4.GOO tons, or an "average of less 
than six tons per acre. This average 
was reduced by the reason that thou- 
sands of acres iu certain districts "were 
abandoned after seeding. 
The fact, 


however, remains that for (Termany 
dirri'.i.c isr»7. 38V>^ ;u:d iSytt. the aver- 
age to the acre was thirteen, twelve 
and o;;:--haif and eleven and three- 
>-:-:uh i"us respectively. 
T\"e notice 


also that the nor:rsal daily capacity of 
the American beet sugar factories was 
^•J.0'j" tons: if we admit that the aver- 
arri' cauipaiuii ;s I'J^ days, there should 
have been :1t the disposal of the thir- 
ty-seven then existing factories 2.200.- 
000 tons of beets, if they had all 
worked at their maximum. This would 
mean 220.0G!' acres planted in beets, 
or an area of <;3.oyO acres more than 
were Actually devoted to this, special 
crop. We have always insisted upon 
it thar the farmers and manufacturers 
should work together: the farmers 
alone appear to be neglecting the op- 
poriunity they have within reach. If 
the crash occurs, it will be due to a 
wast of supply of raw luaterial and 
in no way to defective method of ma- 
chinery used- We fear the only so- 
lution is for the manufacturers TO take 
hold of this most important agricul- 
tural problem, and actually cultivate 
the beets they require for aa average 
campaign. 
The Sugar Beet. 


Work of the Heart. 


Under ordinary conditions the whole 


amount of blood in ^the body passes 
through the heart in'thirty-two beats. 
In a man of 170 pounds there are about 
thirteen pounds of blood, which passes 
through his heart two and three-quar- 
ter times a minute. 
Estimating the 


flow at thirty pounds to the minute, 
we have 1SOO pounds an hour and 43,- 
200 pounds a day passing through this 
human pump. Expressed in mechan- 
ical energy, the work done in a day 
is equivalent to 540,000 foot pounds, 
or just about as much work as should 
be done by President Roosevelt mak- 
ing an ascent of Mount Marcy.

iu handling the aaiuii's. present meth- 
ods of feeding liave practically elimi- 
nated ail danger to the animals from 
:he food they may get.

Something less than 


53U.OOU worth of food is needed annu- 
ally for the animals, birds and lish in 
ihe public parks, menageries and aqua- 
riums in the limits of Greater N?w 
York. 
A close analysis -of the r'ocd 


purchased by ih:s considerable sum 
sLows that the largest amount of t-is 
money is spent for meat, fish and fowl. 
There are altogether some 40 to 50 
different kinds of food used, and aSl 
of it is as good as the market affords. 
The common idea that scraps 
:inu 


waste food can be fed to wild animals 
is hardly consistent with modern me- 
nagerie experience. Suvh food would 
in a short lime cause sic-kness and dis- 
tase among the animals iu captivity. 
Hence all the feed is carefully select- 
ed, and is of the very best. In feed- 
ing the animals lish the greatest dan- 
ger comes from ptomaine poison. Sev- 
eral fine otters and seals have been 
•ost through feeding them v.-ith fish 
ihat had become tainted. The seals, 
sea lions, otters and pelicans are great 
consumers of fish, and they are fed 
every morning with medium sized her- 
ring, packed fresh in ice and delivered 
<iaily at the Zoological park. "When it 
is impossible to secure good herring, 
other lish are procured and cut up. 
i? too large to suit 
the 
fastidious 


•••rearures who live on a fish diet. These 
nsa eating animals and birds are very 
susceptible to poor food, and any vio- 
lent change in the quantity or quality 
of it almost instantly causes sickness. 
Pi obably more sea iions have been lost 
lo zoological gardens 
iu the 
past 


trough insufficient knowledge con- 
cerning their food than any other class 
of valuable specimens. The slightest 
•jnint of the fish produces symptoms 
•which usually terminate la sickness 
and death. 


The snakes are also very suscepti- 


ble to the kind of food given them, and 
:hey prove cxn emery fastidious crea- 
tures when held in captivity It is im- 
possible to supply some of the reptiles 
with the special food they like, and 
substitutes are not taken kindly to at 
first Thus the big cobras in their na- 
tive haunts live cu.ciiy 
on 
other 


snakes—the small harmless varieties. 
Now it is manifestly impossible to se- 
cure sufficient small snakes to supply 
these voracious eaters at all seasons 
of the year. Nevertheless, the keepers 
cf the Central Park menagerie and the 
Zoological park in the Bronx make 
great efforts to collect small snakes 
for the valuable cobras. These come 
irora different points in considerable 
numbers, shipments often amounting 
as high as 150 at a time. Fed on these 
live snakes the cobras thrive in cap- 
tivity and appear satisfied with their 
lot; but it becomes necessary to ap- 
pease their appetite with rats and 
mice when snakes are scarce. While 
new cobras will not touch these ro- 
dents when they are first placed before 
them, they can sometimes be enticed 
to swallow them when tied to the tail 
of a small snake or even when stuffed 
in the skin of a dead reptile. 


The other snakes are fed mostly on 


toads, mice and rabbits. Even Eng- 
lish sparrows are purchased in con- 
siderable numbers for the reptiles. The 
average prices paid each year for these 
snake foods are 2 cents each for spar- 
rows, 4 to 5 cents each for toads and 
frogs, and 2 to 3 cents each for live 
mice. At these quotations many boys 
make quite a little pocket money, and 
the Zoological park managers find the 
supply at times greater than the de- 
mand, so eager are the youngsters to 
feed the snakes. In the winter season, 
however, it sometimes becomes a ques- 
».on of considerable importance how 
to secure fresh food for the reptiles. 
At one time more than a dozen rattle- 
snakes had to be killed because of the 
keepers' inability to find plenty of live 
mice to keep them from starvation. 


The wild carnivorous animals of the 


jungle need a certain amount of meat 
each day, and if they had their tastes 
always gratified they -would accept 
nothing else; but stale bread is fed 
them In addition to the meat. The 
bears, monkeys and other beasts of the 
jungle learn to eat bread with evident 


relish,, but the lions and tigers look 
forward eagerly to their fresh meat, 
and are not satisfied until it comes. 
About the usual feeding hour each day 
these creatures grow restless and pace 
anxiously up and down their cages. 
*he appearance of the keeper with 
their dinner is a signal for whines and 
growls, and when the fresh meat ;» 
thrown to them they snap and snaii 
surlily until they have disposed of iu 
Horse flesh has been found an excel- 
lent meat for these animals, and ^ 
cheap food at that. * It probably form* 
the principal diet of the lions and ti- 
gers in Central park, while the Zoolog- 
ical garden bears receive a limitc-tf 
amount of "chuck" beef every day. 


There is a great variety of food giv- 


en to the other animals, and the mes» 
department of the park is an interest- 
ing place. There the cooks are prepar- 
ing for the apes and monkeys ens. 
tards and puddings made out of tapio- 
ca, oatmeal or rice; chopping meat and 
fish for the aquatic turtles, and prepar- 
ing vegetarian compounds for the land 
tortoises. There are great quantities 
of cabbages, melons, squashes and let- 
tuce j^iied up for daily use for a long 
list of creatures which never touch any 
flesh or insects. The birds nave im- 
mense granerios where hemp, rape and 
other seeds are stored. Every morn- 
ing a butcaer delivers at the storage 
house a huge basket of chicken head,-?, 
which have been chopped o£f in the 
markets for use at the 
menagerie. 


These fresh heads are i:a to the foxes, 
which eat them greedily, and to some 
of the small carnivora. 
Roots and 


vegetables and fruits of all kinds are 
conecteu there. These are fed to the 
c-lks. deer. bu-Talo. birds, monkeys and 
many other creatures to keep their 
systems ia good order. They represent 
a sort of medicinal food to counteract 
any evil effects of the heavier diet. 


Hay. cats, wheat and corn naturally 


form a considerable part of the claily 
diet of the elephants, rhinoceri. hip- 
popotani and similar herbivorous ani- 
mals.—G. E. V.'.. ia the

The Crave of a Piilu Sultan. 


"One 01 the curious spectacles of the 


Sulu archipelago, in the Philippine 
islands, is the grave where the first 
Sultan of the islands lies buried." said 
H. F. Hopkins, a. discharged soldier 
on his way to Peoria. 


"It lies at the top of a steep moun- 


tain about five miies outside the littis 
walled city of Jolo. the capital of the 
Mohammedan people in the Philip- 
pines. Tae mountain is visible for a 
great distance. Ships coming into the 
remote port catch sight of it before 
another point of land is visible. It at- 
tracts attention because it is one of 
the 'bald' mountains of the Philippines 
—that is. there is almost no growth on 
it. it looks like a shavsn lawn in the 
distance, though, as a raatter of fact, 
there is grass of many years" growth, 
upon its slopes, so thick and high that 
a inaa can with difficulty make a way 
through it. On the crest there is one 
little tuft of trees. They look like 
bushes at a distance, though one with 
an experienced eye makes allowances. 
I once formed one of a detail that set 
out to reach that mountain top. We 
had no reason to make the trip other 
than that it looked attractive and hard 
to attain. It was half a day's trip up 
the steep slopes, and when we reached 
the top we found a small grove, with 
a solitary grave in the shadow of the 
trees. It was surrounded by a little 
line of rocks, and there were quite 
fresh pieces of white cloth hung in a 
horizontal position above the mound. 
These were kept in place by tying 
them to tree trunks near by. Natives 
had seen us laboring to our high po- 
sition, and had followed to see that we 
did not desecrate the grave. 


"From these we learned that it was 


the grave of the first Sultan of the 
Sulus. and that the cloth had been re- 
newed regularly since he had been 
laid there, as a preventative against 
evil spirits. We learned later that 
there is scarcely a mountain in the 
archipelago that does not have its 
Sultan's .gnve."—£'_. Louis
